and was 
promoted to clerk in 1887. He was 
chosen as-a traveling agent in the 
following year and in July.

Retired in 1941 
From May I, 1918, until his re­ 
tirem ent on January 18. 1941, Mr. 
Anwyll served as the Harrisburg

freight agent’s office of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Anwyll retired voluntarily after 
the railroad had retained him in 
its service beyond pension age. He 
was known widely among Central 
Pennsylvania businessmen.
